FOR $300,000 000

Admiral Stark Wants to Re- 
fit Warships With Better 
Anti-Aircraft Batteries, 
Deck Armor.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (AP). — 
The navy, as a result of lessons 
learned from the war in Europe, 
wants to spend approximately $300,- 
000,000 for major improvements in 
the anti-aircraft defenses of its 
fighting ships. 

Announcing this today; Admiral 
Harold R. Stark, Chief of Naval 
Operations, emphasized that the 
present aircraft defenses of the 
fleet were good but said that con- 
templated alterations would im- 
prove them. 

“The whole program is designed 
to have our ships not only abreast 
of requirements but ahead of 
them,” Admiral Stark added. 

The Navy Department estimated 
that from five to six years would 
be required to complete the pro- 
posed alterations on ships already 
with the fleet. Presumably, the 
improvements would be included in 
ships under construction.

“Information on developments in

One bomber, they said, dived down 
to 500 feet over the airport at Le 
Touquet, a former gambling resort, 
on the Channel coast, “so his gun- 
ner could spray the field with ac- 
curate fire.” 

Low-flying bombers also were re- 
ported to have attacked other coast 
airports and Channel ports.

IN 30 HOURS NO 
RAIDS ON LONDON 


LONDON, Dec. 8 (Sunday) (AP). 
e-For the first time in the three 
months in which Germany has at- 
tempted to bomb Britain into sub- 
mission, London has had more than 
30 hours of uninterrupted “all 
clear.” 

No air alarm has disturbed the 
city since about 9:30 p. m. (2:30 
p. m, St. Louis time) Friday. The 
last long lull in the Nazi air bom- 
bardment was from about noon 
Nov. 25 to lunch time the next day. 

All Britain was unmolested yes- 
terday except for minor air activ- 
ity. 
Some Britons suggested that bad 
weather on the other side of the 
Channel had kept the Nazis home; 
others that British raids on Nazi 
bases Friday night also had some- 
thing to do with it. 

Yesterday, aerial fighting was 
confined principally to the east 
and southeast coasts, the Air 
Ministry announced. It said two 
raiding bombers were shot down. 

Bombs fell in East Anglia but it 
was declared that only “a few peo- 
ple sustained minor injuries.” 

The Government also reported 
that in Friday night's German at- 
tacks, Bristol, the important West 
coast port through which supplies 
have been going into the indus- 
trial Midlands, was hardest hit.

Text of King’s Message. 


The message from King George 
said: 


In this hour in which my coun- 
try is engaged in a hard and un- 
equai struggle, forced upon it 
by an enemy whose actions are 
motivated by cruelty and vio- 
lence, I am deeply moved by the 
Warm sympathy and the keen 
interest manifested by the great 
nation whose destinies you guide. 

The noble American people have 
often in the past rendered assist- 
ance to my country in all critical 
moments of its history and the 
recent organization of the Greek 
War Relief Association is fur- 
ther proof that philhellenism con- 
tinues to inspire Americans of 
today in their lofty aims. 

Guardians across the seas of the 
ideals for which throughout the 
centuries Greeks have lived and 
died, Americans today are aware 
that the Greek nation is again 
fighting for the principles of jus- 
tice, truth and liberty, without 
which life for us is inconceivable. 


I wish to assure you that with 
the help of the Almighty, we will 
march forward until our sacred 
struggle is crowned with success. 
All moral and material assist- 
ance will strengthen the heroic 
Greek army and will bring it 
nearer to victory. 

In reply, Roosevelt said: 

I thank Your Majesty for your 
friendly message which comes at 
a time when all free peoples are 
deeply impressed by the courage 
and steadfastness of the Greek 
nation.

With Sick Woman 


Plane Bearing Mrs. Davila, Wife of Former 
Chilean President, Will Resume Journey 
at Daybreak. 


BALBOA, Canal Zone, Dec. 7 
(AP), — A four-motored United 
States Army bomber carrying the 
ailing Mrs. Carlos Davila, wife of 
the former President of Chile, to 
her home in Chile landed here to- 
day after a six-hour flight from 
Miami. The plane will take off at 
daybreak for Lima. 

Senora Davila, wife of a former 
President of Chile, withstood “re- 
markably well” a six-hour flight 
from New York yesterday, it was 
reported. She spent the night at 
a Miami hotel. She is scheduled to 
arrive Monday at Santiago, where 
physicians say she has a chance to 
rally in the mild climate and fa- 
miliar surroundings from a serious 
illness which two operations failed 
to cure. 

Senora Davila used the plane’s 
radio yesterday to thank President 
Roorevelt for arranging for an 


army bomber not only to take a 
woman aloft for the first time, but 
also to make the first flight to a 
foreign country with a civilian 
aboard. 

4 ddressing a message to Roose- 
velt aboard the warship Tusca- 
loosa in the Caribbean Sea, she 
said: 

“Flying down to my country and, 
I hope to health, I wish to express 
my deepest gratitude to the Presi- 
dent of the United States who made 
this possible.”

SPINACH GREEN 


Barnes Using New Color for 
Walls, Sheets, Nurses’ and 
Surgeons’ Gowns. 


The immaculate white of walls 
and linen that used to be the sym- 
bol of everything starched and 
sterile in an antiseptic hospital is 
giving way in the operating rooms 
of Barnes to a new color, spinach 
green. 

More the shade of spinach 
cooked and creamed than the dark 
leaf of the raw vegetable, the new 
color’ is being used for walls, for 
gowns of surgeons and nurses, and 
for sheets that cover patients. The 
green, Dr. Frank R. Bradley, su- 
perintendent, explained yesterday, 
is easier on the eyes of doctors 
working under artificial light. 

The color change-over is not yet 
complete, the superintendent added, 
because there are still a good many 
white uniforms in the linen room 
of the hospital that have to be worn 
out. Besides, he said, certain older 
surgeons balk at giving up their 
traditional white. “We don’t make 
anyone wear green,” Dr. Bradley 
said. -

The second question was on peace 
terms. “If we win the war, should 
we impose on Germany terms 
which are more or less severe than 
those imposed after the last war?” 
Sixty-eight per cent answered more 
severe; 17 per cent said less severe, 
while 15 per cent didn’t know. 


Raids Harden Britain. 


This seems, from the observ- 
er’s point of view, to be a pretty 
accurate picture of the way British 
opinion has been shaping during 
recent months. Undoubtedly, the 
blitzkrieg and the air raids have 
hardened opinion, which formerly 
had no strong feelings against the 
German people and which was in- 
clined to blame Versailles for the 
present situation. 

Actually, it would seem that the 
poll draws the wrong deduction 
from its question on the severity 
of the peace terms. Few people 
here thought Versailles harsh but 
many believed the failure of the 
Allies to carry out the terms of 
Versailles contributed to the Nazi 
uprising. 

This questionnaire comes at a 
time when the Government and 
press are devoting a good deal of 
attention to war aims. The Govern- 
ment’s usual answer to questions 
on a definition of war aims seems 
to be growing unsatisfactory. To 
win the war and to preserve lib- 
erties are generally acknowledged 
to be war aims, But there is a grow- 
ing demand for more precise peace 
aims and a description of the kind 
of-a Europe and a world that a 
British victory. implies. 


New Order. : 

That. most of the British peopl 

believe a new social order must 
arise from the war is beyond doubt, 
but they would like to see the Gov- 
ernment commit itself to such an 
order now and begin to put it into 
effect without awaiting the out- 
come of the war. 

This idea is evolving rapidly here. 
It is interesting to note the num- 
ber of former upper class Tories 
who say:

WILL BE BROUGHT INTO AXIS 


Length of Front 


Move Would Make Greek Position Dangerous 
as Its Frontiers With That Nation Is Twice 


With Albanians.

OLLOWING Germany’s success 
F in persuading Rumania and 

Hungary to permit the passage 
of troops, the Italians now are 
hopeful that Yugoslavia, which has 
joint frontiers with Albania and 
Greece, may be brought into the 
Axis orbit. This possibility is a 
front page story here today while 
the visit of French Foreign Minis- 
ter Pierre Laval to Berlin is not 
mentioned. 
“The Yugoslav 
wishes to collaborate with the 
Axis,” say the headlines devoted 
to the speech of Dragisha Cvetko- 
vitch. Yesterday the Yugoslav Pre- 
mier declared that his country, too, 
would participate in the creation 
of a new Europe, adding, “We can 
convert and negotiate all these 
problems but the security, inde- 
pendence and liberty of the country 
will not be put in question.” 


The Messaggero expresses the 
opinion that this is the first step 
away from neutrality and the “first 
spiritual preparation of public opin- 
ion for a complete and active col- 
laboration with the Axis.” 


Relations of the Italians and the 
Yugoslavs, whose Dalmatian coast 
across the narrow Adriatic Sea 
once was ruled by Italy, often had 
been strained before Mussolini 
thought of a rapprochement four 
years ago. Some observers feared 
that with the Greek war, Yugo- 
slav opinion might fan the spark 
of some risky adventure, but it 
now appears the Belgrade Govern- 
mnt has kept a realistic view of 
the position of Yugoslavia as a 
badly armed country entirely sur- 
rounded, except for the Greek fron- 
tier, by the Axis Powers or their 
sattelites.

Sim- 
ilarly, Serb trucking companies are 
anxious to help the Italians, if 
possible, and have trucks available 
to carry supplies by other roads 
than those of Albania, which pre- 
sumably are congested. 


The Yugoslavs naturally would 
be alarmed by claims against their 
Dalmatian coast or the Southern 
Macedonian region, as well as by 
the extension of new sovereignty 
to the Greek port of Salonika which 
they use, It is reasonable to sup- 
pose, however, the Italians could 
give them some assurances on the 
point. A tentative agreement of 
the sort would be worth while to 
Italy if it would bring Yugoslav 
participation in. Axis schemes after 
the Rumanian. and Hungarian 
precedents, 

The Axis decision last week to 
avoid an extension of the conflict 
at this time, given the neutrality 
of Russia and Turkey, has brought 
a lessening of tension in the Bal- 
kans. This has been promptly ex- 
ploited, however, by the Greeks, 
who have been able, yesterday’s 
Italian communique indicates, to 
withdraw troops from the Bulgarian 
and Yugoslav frontiers for further 
concentrations and reinforcements 
against the Italian army. This is 
one of the few times in recent years 
in which a small Power has man- 
aged te gain political advantage 
from the general situation. 


Yugoslavia Is Key. 

The Greek strategic position 
would become perilous overnight, 
however, if Yugoslavia decided to 
throw in its lot with the Axis and 
offer “complete and active collabo- 
ration.” The Yugoslavs have a 
frontier with Greece virtually twice 
the length of the present front. in 
Albania. Bulgaria, moreover, with 
a similar Greek frontier, undoubt- 
edly would join the Axis, too, if 


Nazis Order Cut 
In Rent in Cases 
Of Raid Damage 


Ruling Follows Re- 
port of British 
Landlord - Tenant 
Disputes.

BERLIN, Dec. 7. 

SECTION of Germany’s civil 

law providing for rent reduc- 

tions, where the premises are 
damaged will be applied in the fu- 
ture to cases of air raid damage, 
according to an announcement to- 
day by the Minister for Justice, Dr. 
Franz Guertner. 

The ruling will apply, an ac- 
count in the Zwoelf Urh Blatt says, 
not only in cases where the build- 
ing in which. the tenants live is 
damaged, but also where tenants 
are compelled to move from their 
quarters because of damage to ad- 
joining or neighboring structures. 

If a building is damaged, ac- 
cording to the interpretation, but 
not sufficiently to cause tenants to 
leave them, the rent reduction will 
correspond to the amount of in- 
convenience they suffer. 

“Slight damage,” says the ac- 
count, “such as broken windows 
which can be mended in a short 
time, must be reckoned with by 
every one, and as a rule, do not 
justify any reduction in rent.” 

The ruling follows closely on the 
publication in German newspapers 
of -reported disputes oer such 
problems between landlords and 
tenants in England.

by a flexible, give-and-take relationship be- 
tween capital and labor, not by the coercion 
of labor. 

And his system, despite the Vultee strike, 
has worked. Since he took office as a Defense 
Commissioner on June 12, he and his staff 
have settled nearly 200 labor disputes, di- 
rectly or indirectly affecting national de- 
fense, with hardly any stoppage of work. 
The Vultee strike was the first important 
strike on any national defense project, and 
this strike, there is good reason to believe, 
would have been settled in four or five days 
but for a series of unfortunate circumstances 
—among them, notably, the fact that Hill- 
man, in a cause even more important to la- 
bor and the country, left his office here 
for a few days to preach labor unity and 
national unity at the CIO convention in At- 
lantic City. He came away from there, 
incidentally, with enhanced prestige. 

On the basis of their experience to date, 
the experience with Vultee included, Hillman 
and his colleagues believe that they are on 
the right track and that any restrictive leg- 
islation would be hurtful. Conditions now 
are said to be better than they were six 
months ago; and for the whole period since 
that time, Department of Labor figures indi- 
cate an improvement over the comparable pe- 
riod both of 1916 and 1917, though in the 
latter year we were actually at war. 

So the officials charged with keeping the 
peace between employer and employe, to the 
end that the defense program may be ex- 
ecuted without interruption, are asking earn- 
estly that the present informal system be 
continued.

Time Will Tell, but 
Record Thus Far Is Good. 


Perhaps Hillman is too optimistic; time 
will tell. Up to now, his optimism appears 
to have been justified. There are fewer stop- 
pages of work today in the United States, 
his department says, than there are in totali- 
tarian Germany. 

The informal, co-operative policy which is 
being followed calls for the creation of ‘“‘sta- 
bilization’’ committees in various industries, 
wherever they may seem to be needed. The 
first of these has just been appointed, for 
the shipbuilding industry. On this committee 
are representatives of the industry, of or- 
ganized labor, the Navy and the Maritime 
Commission. Morris L. Cooke, consultant

Composite Answer 


of Some Key Officials. 


This is the composite answer of half a 
dozen of ‘the key governmental officials in 
the labor-relations field: 


The rights are not irreconcilable in a de- 
mocracy. If they come to be so regarded, 
then democracy will have failed. It is all 
a matter of conciliation, co-operation, good 
will—elements which are essential to the 
maintenance of a democracy. 

Vultee posed the problem in small but 
significant form. The men asked for high- 
er wages, and°on that point a settlement 
was soon reached; they received a substan- 
tial increase. The speed with which the in- 
crease was granted (though not all that 
was sought) would indicate that the demand 
in large measure was justified. The em- 
ployer, on his part, asked for a guaranty 
against strikes during the life of the con- 
tract. It is beside the present point that 
there was delay on the part of the men in 
granting the employer's demand; the point 
is that the demand was granted, and the men 
went back to work. They had not perma- 
nently surrendered their right to strike, but 
they had given it up for a definite period— 
16 months in this instance—in a democratic 
process of give-and-take between the men 
and the employer. 


The strike in the plant of the Vultee Air- 
craft Company, at Downey, Cal., the fourth 
largest airplane factory on the Pacific Coast, 
began on Friday, Nov. 15, and lasted until 
Tuesday, Nov. 26—a total of 12 days, which 
is not a long time as major strikes go. Vul- 
tee employs 5200 workers. All were made

Demanding that the minimum pay be fixed 
at 75 cents an hour, the union pointed to 
the wage scale in the automobile industry, 
where, according to the latest figures of the 
Department of Labor, production workers of 
all: grades were receiving, on the average, 
94.9 cents an hour as compared with 73.8 
in the aircraft industry. 

National attention was directed to the 
strike through the fact that the Vultee Com- 
pany was engaged on rush orders of $84,- 
000,000 worth of military planes for this 
country and Great Britain, including Army 
Air Corps basic training planes of which 
this plant was the sole prcducer. 


No-Strike Guaranty 
Was the Sticking Point. 


So far as wages were concerned, the strike 
was virtually settled five days after it be- 
gan, or by Wednesday, Nov. 20, with the 
acceptance of a schedule whereby the com- 
pany agreed to pay 55 cents an hour to be- 
ginners and 62% cents after three months. 
The sticking point was the company’s de- 
mand for a no-strike agreement covering 
the life of the contract. On this point, too, 
settlement would have been promptly reached, 
according to the Washington officials who 
were keeping anxious eyes on the strike, if 
the strike leadership had been in ‘‘responsi- 
ble’’ hands. For there was nothing that con- 
travened CIO policy in the proposed no- 
strike-during-life-of-contract clause; indeed, 
the clause is customary in all the larger con- 
tracts of the CIO. It has been employed by 
the automobile workers in contracts with 
General Motors, and it figures in agreements 
with the steel, rubber and coal-mining in- 
dustries.

years of intensive work. The results now 
are available, with an open invitation to the 
cities of the United States to make use of the 
program. Blight, the report points out, 
starts when a single home is allowed to de- 
teriorate physically; it spreads steadily until 
whole neighborhoods are decayed and no 
longer desirable for dwellings. 

Waverly has shown that rehabilitation be- 
fore the point of decay is practical—that pub- 
lic’ and private lending agencies are willing 
to provide property owners with funds for 
repairs and improvements when a concerted 
attack on the problem is made. Prevention 
and conservation are emphasized. 


First St. Louis Forum 
on Problems Last Week. 


The first St. Louis forum on: reconstruc- 
tion and rehabilitation of central urban areas 
was held last Tuesday at the invitation of 
the City Plan Commission. Speakers be- 
lieved it was the first such gathering in the 
country. Experts discussed. not only Wa- 
verly, but successful efforts and plans of 
other communities for combating obsoles- 
cence. It was a definite preliminary to an 
effort to war on blight, the successor to 
smoke as the city’s No. 1 enemy. 

Arthur Goodwillie, director of neighbor- 
hood conservation for the HOLC ‘at Washing- 
ton, who had charge of the Waverly test, 
described it in an address, coinciding with 
publication of his report. 

Three major phases constitute the Wa- 
verly formula—intensive survey to record the 
exact characteristics of the district, even to 
the extent of photographing the back and 
front of every house; establishment of a mas- 
ter plan for improvement; creation of a 
strong organization of property owners to 
turn ideas into reality. 
laboratory has done its work; 
verly Conservation League, with more than 
400 dues-paying members, is in charge. 


The HOLC Neighborhood Conservation 
Unit, set up by authority of the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board, is continuing in 
existence to help other communities. A sec- 
ond laboratory test, dealing with income- 
producing multiple-dwelling property in the 
Woodlawn district of Chicago’s South Side, 
is nearing completion. 


‘Definite Preventive 

Measures Can Be Taken.’ 

“Definite preventive measures can be 
taken, in the case of the urban community, 
measurably to extend its period of useful- 
ness and long postpone its final disintegra- 
tion,’ says the Waverly report. ‘‘These reme- 
dies will not serve to rejuvenate or perpet- 
uate a district whose physical structures and 
equipment are in so advanced a stage as to 
be unfit for normal use. Usually the only 
cure for an area of that type is complete 
demolition and subsequent replanning.

Obsolescence are beginning to gain so dis 
ruptive a momentum that, unless their pres- 
ent chart line is definitely improved, they 
will eventually be carried below the limit 
of normal usefulness and beyond rescue by 
either individual or collective effort. . . . 

“Blight starts with the neglect of a single 
property and the occupancy of that property 
by a family which has a living standard be- 
low that of the balance of the community. 
Gradually it begins to spread; slowly it 
widens and deepens; finally, from this single 
point of infection, it produces a full-blown 
slum.”’ 

St. Louis has seen block after block, neigh- 
borhood after neighborhood, wither under 
such blight, until an alarmingly large area 
has become affected. The condition is caus- 
ing serious concern in many circles. 

What is the remedy? 

“The formula for the successful treatment 
of the gradually developing malady is. not 
costly nor is it dramatic,” says Director 
Goodwillie, with especial reference to Wa- 
verly but general application to the nation’s 
cities. “It is a simple preventive remedy 
aptly called ‘organized neighborhood house- 
keeping,’ compounded largely of the ingre- 
dients, ‘conservation, street adjustment and 
concerted community effort.’ ”’ 


Early Restoration 

of All Depreciated Housing. 

First of two parts is early physical restora- 
tion—through minor repair and major recon- 
ditioning, remodeling, modernizing, embel- 
lishing and landscaping—of all depreciated 
housing within the district, and, thereafter, 
continued maintenance at the ‘level estab- 
lished for the neighborhood. To this is 
added the establishment of numerous play 
areas within the district. 

In this phase the property owner needs 
funds. Waverly’s experience was that the 
HOLC (a major landlord and mortgage-hold- 
er in Baltimore, St. Louis and all other 
cities) and the savings and loan associations 
were glad to enlarge and extend mortgages, 
so that rehabilitation could be financed with- 
out increasing the level of monthly payments, 
and that three of the largest banks solicited 
FHA-insured repair loans and talked of seek- 
ing to amend the FHA law to allow more 
time for payoff. 

An interested St. Louisan asked Good- 
willie, “‘How do you get people to want to 
borrow?” Indicating that this was a com- 
munity, not a Government, problem, Good- 
willie replied: ‘It’s a job of salesmanship— 
helping people get their courage back.” At 
Waverly the HOLC set an example by re- 
habilitating the 28 houses it owned and 
offering help on the 122 houses on which it 
held mortgages. 

The HOLC, biggest landlord here, still 
owns about 700 dwellings scattered over St. 
Louis and St. Louis County and holds mort- 
gages on more than 7000 others. It has sold 
about 470 of its local houses since last spring. 
Without concentrating in any district, it has 
been rehabilitating its properties in accord- 
ance with neighborhood standards. 


Second Step: Action 

by the City Government. 

Second phase of the Waverly remedy in- 
volves action by the city government and 
may be spread out over a long period, if 
necessary. It consists .of: Changes in use 
and height restrictions of the zoning ordi- 
nance, as may be necessary; street lighting 
improvement, more public playgrounds, grad- 
ual elimination of structures not conforming 
‘with zoning regulations, street widening, both 
outright and gradual, the latter through es- 
tablishment of setback lines, and various 
street openings, closings and adjustments.

gome cruisers—a few battleships, too.’ 
What of our two-ocean navy goal that a mad world 
makes necessary? What if the Monroe Doctrine is 
challenged by a fait accompli? What if a victorious 
totalitarian combine strikes at us before 1945 in At- 
jlantic and Pacific? Would we then need these de- 
stroyers that some persons mistakenly believe are 
obsolete and useless to us? Right now, the navy has 
only 159 destroyers, plus about 30 old ones that have 
been converted for special duties, such as minelaying. 
And it takes about.15 months from the time the keel 
of a new destroyer is laid until it joins the fleet as 
a seaworthy unit. . 

So important does the navy deem our need for 
small ships that it has been buying Gloucester fish- 
ing trawlers, luxury yachts, tugs, motor cruisers 
and other small craft that seem at all convertible 
to its use. With the need that desperate, why should 
any American advocate more United States navy ships 
for Britain? Why seek a tWo-ocean navy and pro- 
ceed at the same time to scuttle our one-ocean navy? 

It is false to assume that 50 more destroyers would 
not be missed. No admiralty ever admitted it 
had enough destroyers. In war, the destroyers are 


screens, convoying, hunting submarines and—prima- 
rily—for attacking capital ships. They are deadly 
—and they are fragile. A machine-gun bullet will 
pierce a destroyer’s side. In a major fleet engage- 
ment, the commanding officer expects to lose at least 
half his destroyer force. Like projectiles, they are 
highly expendible. 

If there is any need to provide positive proof of a 

destroyer’s value, recall the Battle of Jutland. One 
of the main features of that fight was the influence 
of the German destroyers on the British grand fleet. 
They were a constant menace to Jellicoe, and at a 
crucial moment, Britain was robbed of a Trafalgar 
when the little German flotilla of hornets charged the 
British battle line and caused 27 capital ships to turn 
away from the fleeing German high seas fleet. 
It may prove vital to our defense—in a world 
changing so rapidly that no man knows what to- 
morrow may bring—to keep the destroyers we have, 
as well as all our other warships, push construction 
on our new ones and find some other way to aid 
Britain. If we don’t, we may weaken ourselves to 
the extent that we court an attack from abroad.

John N. Garner, Vice-President of the United 
States and presiding officer of the Senate, has been 
in Washington only 13 days in the last four and a 
half months.

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WHEN THE DOWAGERS WALKED OUT. 

* Twenty Philadelphia dowagers arose Friday night 
when Leopold Stokowski began to play a new Schoen- 
berg violin concerto. They rose with the glaring, 
ice-cold indignation which only a Philadelphia dow- 
ager with a lorgnette can display and which only 
Peter Arno can portray. They rose, and grimly they 
stalked out of the concert hall. And Stokowski went 
right on beating time for the musicians. 

We raise a printed cheer for the dowagers. They 
knew what they liked—and, definitely, it was not 
Herr Schoenberg’s atonal composition. They had 
the courage of their “likes’’—it seems incorrect to 
call them “convictions”—and walked out in their de- 
fense. Very obviously, this was a noble, courageous, 
forthright, honest, brave thing to do. 

We also raise a cheer for the symphony conductor. 
Here was a man loyal to his art. Greta Garbo’s dear 
friend knew Herr Schoenberg as one of the contem- 
porary musical masters, He honored his claim to 
be heard—even if, as one critic said, his work “com- 
bines the best sound effects of a hen yard at feeding 
time, a brisk morning in Chinatown and the prac- 
tice hour at a busy conservatory.” Here also was a 
lion-maned musical magnifico who knew that 20 
stalking dowagers are worth 20 times 20 headlines.

THE TEST OF BRITISH CENSORSHIP. — 
“War propaganda was devastatingly exposed fn a 
little book published in England and America in 
1928, entitled “Falsehood in Wartime,” by Arthur 
Ponsonby, former member of the British Parlia- 
ment. Its flavor may be gauged by the subtitle: 
“Containing an Assortment of Lies Circulated 
Throughout the Nations During the Great War.” 
The book was issued as a warning for the future, 
its author explained. It exposed such World War 
propaganda stand-bys as the mutilated war nurse, 
the handless Belgian children, the crucified Canadian 
soldier, the German rendering plant for corpses and 
other sensational misrepresentations, both of fact 
and of policy, circulated by British and other sources. 
“If the truth were told from the outset,” Lord Pon- 
sonby wrote, “there would be no reason and no will 
for war.” His concluding words, after listing a 
legion of war lies, are deadly ones: 
Is further proof needed that international war 

{s a monster born of hypocrisy, fed on false- 

hood, fattened on humbug, kept alive by super- 

stition, directed to the death and torture of mil- 

lions, succeeding in no high purpose, degrading 

to humanity, endangering civilization and bring- 
ing forth in its travail a hideous brood of strife, 
conflict and war, more war? 

Published about the middle of the breathing space 
between wars, the book was widely read and com- 
mented upon. But what of the present? Could a 
warring government tolerate free circulation of such 
a realistic and disillusioning volume? The censor 
would seem to have at least an understandable case 
for its suppression, but nothing of the sort has been 
done. Instead, a low-priced edition of the book is 
being advertised in British magazines, with the pub- 
lisher’s advice that “it should be read by all who 
desire correctly to assess war news from all quar- 
ters.” The publisher adds this interesting fact: 
“Sales have increased sevenfold since the outbreak of 
the war, and the book is now in its tenth impression.” 

The world has been told that Britons still retain 
their civil liberties, despite the acute emergency. The 
test of such a shattering book as this goes far to 
verify the report. It is a civilized and enlightened 
attitude that should make some of America’s witch- 
hunters stop and think.

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WE TOAST THE PENNSYLVANIA PEWS. 

The returns are not all in yet. The counties are 
still to be heard from, 114 of them, ag well as the City 
of St. Louis. And no statement has thus far been 
filed by the Left-Handed Hole-in-One Golfers’ Asso- 
ciation. But, broadly speaking, the State Republican 
organization spent $519,029 to put Missouri in the 
Willkie column, which was, we submit, a capital effort.

Noting Lord Lothian’s statement and simultaneous news of British 
setbacks, writer warns against repeating course of 1916-17; favors 
help, but urges “short of war” be kept in mind, and alsd our eco- 
nomic interests; would acquire islands in return for arms and ships. 


ECENT statements by two prominent 
R Englishmen may well point the way to a 

sane United States course in regard to 
this country’s future aid to Britain in her 
fight against totalitarianism. 

First, there is the recent pronouncement 
of Lord Lothian, Ambassador to the United 
States, that England is running dangerously 
short of cash with which to make future 
purchases of war supplies in this country. 

This statement was followed by a sudden, 
inexplicable relaxing of British censorship, 
which allowed stories to come out of Lon- 
don, written by American correspondents, 
which changed what appeared a month ago 
to be rosy prospects of England’s chances 
of winning the war to a decidedly gloomy 
outlook. Where once we were told German 
bombings had been damaging only hospitals, 
churches and schools, we now learn that the 
war industries of England have been con- 
siderably impaired and that, if England is 
to win, America must become a “second 
arsenal” for the Empire, as Parliament was 
told the other day. 

Furthermore, we now learn from English 
sources that the submarine and air attacks 
on English shipping are taking a greater 
number of ships than are being built, and 
that America must also provide ships if 
Britain is to be kept supplied with the essen- 


tials of war. 
« 


Significantly, all this sudden cloud of 
gloom on the British horizon, so recently 
dotted with rosy hues, materialized while 
Lord Lothian was in England conferring 
with governmental leaders. It may be genu- 
ine—we are in no position to judge on that 
point. But it is so reminiscent of the days 
of 1916 and 1917 that it would be well for 
all of us to pause a moment before accepting 
all this alarm propaganda as gospel. 

We are as much in favor of aid to Eng- 
land “short of war” as anybody. But there 
are two very big considerations which must 
govern our course in giving this aid: 

1. We must make sure that we do not 
lose sight of the “short of war” qualification. 

2. We must figure out what the effect will 
be on our economic future if America be- 
comes a “second arsenal” for the Empire, 
especially if all the supplies are to be sold 
“on the cuff.” 

In regard to the first, we can assure that 
our aid will remain “short of war” by not 
relaxing further our neutrality laws. If 
ships, even, are one of the necessities of 
England’s war effort, we can build them in 
American shipyards, but let them be manned 
by British or Canadian crews and let them 
be sold outright to England or Canada and 
sail under the registries of thoge countries. 
That is the only sensible way to avoid an- 
other Lusitania incident. 

Our economic future can be made less un- 
certain, too, if we keep another law we now 
have—the Johnson Act, which prevents loans 
to our defaulting creditors of the last holo- 
caust. Britain may be short of money now, 
and getting shorter, but she still has valu- 
able territories which could be sold for dol- 
lar credits with which to buy necessary 
supplies. There are Bermuda, the Bahamas, 
a score or more of West Indies islands, the 
Falklands and British Guiana in this hemi- 
sphere. : 

To insist that these possessions be turned 
over to us may beconsidered driving a hard 
bargain for saving a drowning friend, but

At the end of World War I, did not Lloyd 
George and Clemenceau tell President Wil- 
son to go peddle his idealism elsewhere 
while they sought economic rewards at Ver- 
sailles? 

France took the Alsace-Lorraine territo- 
ries, and a lease on the rich Ruhr Valley, 
while England took profitable mandates in 
Africa and the Near East. They forced such 
heavy reparatidns payments on the defeated 
Germans as to cause economic collapse of 
that nation and pave the way for the very 
Nazi terror that has already humbled 
France and threatens Britain. 

That was what Ernest Bevin, British Min- 
ister of Labor, had in mind the other day 
when, in making the first definition of Eng- 
land’s war aims since war was declared, he 
said that economic security is what Eng- 
land is seeking. Bevin elaborated his state- 
ment to say that it was economic unrest 
which caused the rise of dictators by plac- 
ing the peoples of Europe in such a state 
that they would follow any leader who 
promised food, clothing and shelter—with or 
without liberty. 

« 


Furthermore, the English and French, 
once the territorial and reparations ques- 
tions were settled after the first World War, 
immediately flocked back to the idealism 
Standard. America became their “brother 
in arms,’ and as such would surely not ex- 
pect them to pay for the supplies they re- 
ceived in fighting “our mutual battle to 
make the world safe for democracy.” 

War debts were defaulted and good fel- 
lowship reigned once more. While we strug- 
gled with a depression the debt defaults had 
helped to bring on our economic structure, 
the British immediately set about building 
up trade with South America, and they, not 
the Nazis, have been our biggest competitors 
there ever since. 

So, if our future is in the Southern half 
of this continent, if hemisphere solidarity 
is to become a reality, if the Monroe Doc- 
trine is to be. carried to its ultimate—what 
could be a better deal than for us to buy 
these American possessions of England, and 
pay for them in dollar credits for the 
purchase of the war supplies? 

If our future and England's depend on our 
becoming the Empire’s “second arsenal,” 
why not take steps to see that it is America, 
not Britain, that is in the best position to 
trade with South America after the next 
Versailles?

here is no question but that this 
thinking will be healthy only if it 
follows these lines: 

Our thinking must acknowledge 
the fact that the R. A. F. knows 
more about fighting than we do. 
That their opinion is. not something 
to be resisted, but something to be 
sought and courted. That we/have 
to gain the time we have already 
lost. That the way to do this is 
to acknowledge the experience of 
the most experienced fighting men.

FUNERAL TOMORROW 


President of Child Conserva- 
tion Conference for 28 
Years Dies at 63. 


The funeral of Mrs. Adelaide 
Steinfeldt Windsor, civic leader 
heading the Child Conservation 
Conference for the last 28 years, 
who died at St. Luke’s Hospital 
early yesterday from the effects 
of a heart stroke, will be tomorrow 
at 2:30 p. m. at Cabanne Methodist 


Church, Goodfellow boulevard and 
Bartmer avenue. 

Burial will be in Valhalla Ceme- 
tery. The body is at the Pleitsch 
mortuary, 5966 Easton avenue. Mrs. 
Windsor, who was 63 years old Nov. 
25, the wife of Dr. Norman M. 
Windsor, resided at 6131 Etzel 
avenue. In poor health for about 
five months, she suffered the stroke 
three weeks ago. : ° 

Her philanthropic interests were 
varied, but centered about the Child 
Conservation Conference, which 
she founded early in 1913, with 
representatives of less than a dozen 
groups, tg furnish clothing to needy 
school children in co-operation 
with the Board of Education. Now 
it consists of representatives of 
more than 150 women’s organiza- 
tions and its activities have been 
expanded widely. 

It has taken over the former Re- 
lief Center, 1248 South Broadway, 
now called the Child Conservation 
Conference Center, providing food 
for poor families. It operates an 
odd-shoe exchange, which Mrs. 
Windsor originated five years ago 
for the benefit of infantile paralysis 
sufferers. It also conducts the 
Glimpse of Glory camp for girls 
near Pevely, Jefferson County. 


Milk Vending Service. 

One of the best known of its 
activities is the milk vending serv- 
ice she established eight years ago, 
with the dual purpose of employing 
about 20 women needing work to 
support their families and of rais- 
ing funds for child welfare work. 
The vendors supply milk and other 
nourishing drinks in many down- 
town buildings. Not long after its 
start this unit was doing an annual 
business of $35,000. 

Many of Mrs. Windsor’s interests 
centered about public school af- 
fairs. She was an unsuccessful can- 
didate for the Board of Education 
in 1921, the year after women ob- 
tained the right to vote. Early this 
year, when vacancies on the board 
were in prospect, organizations in 
her conference circulated petitions 
asking Mayor Dickmann to appoint 
her to the board. About the same 
time she was suggested for appoint- 
ment to the St. Louis Advisory 
Board of the State Social Security 
Commission. 

In 1920, when women gained rep- 
resentation in political councils, 
she was a Twenty-eighth Ward 
delegate to the Democratic State 
convention and a ward chairman 
for the Cox-Roosevelt losing na- 
tional campaign. 

Wtih a flair for detail, she was 
known also for political astute- 
ness, venturesomeness, ingenuity 
and the nerve to speak out in be- 
half of her philanthropic projects 
or other interests. She had a brush 
with the league of Women Voters 
over its failure to indorse her 1921 
school board candidacy. Opposing 
adoption of the standard milk ordi- 
nance, she charged it would make 
the Health Commissioner a czar 
and displayed a picture of her 
seven grandchildren to make a 
point about well-fed youngsters.

Denial by Mortimer.

Frey, head of the AFL metal trades 
division, went before the Dies com- 
mittee in 1938 and introduced what 
was supposed to be evidence that I 
belonged to the Communist party. 
I denied it at the time and I deny 
it now. I have never been a mem- 
ber of the Communist party.” 

Whatever the truth of the mat- 
ter, it seems clear from the state- 
ments of Government officials—and 
even such a loyal friend of organ- 
ized labor as Representative Jerry 
Voorhis—that a settlement at Vul- 
tee was delayed by the left-wing 
philosophy of Mortimer and his 
associates. It is almost impossible, 
say officials of the Department of 
Justice, to produce conclusive evi- 
dence that a person is a Commu- 
nist in the face of his denial. The 
movement has largely gone under- 
ground; records have been de- 
stroyed, dues are paid in cash, The 
task of combating Communism, ac- 
cording to one high official, has 
been made more difficult by Dies’ 
habit of “advertising his raids in 
advance.” 

Recognized Communist Tactic. 

In practice, if a man is minded 
to stir up trouble in the labor 
movement for a subversive pur- 
pose, the effect is the same wheth- 
er he is formally a Communist or 
a “fellow traveler.” What hap- 
pens is that Communists or their 
sympathizers seek out the “soft 
spots” in industry — situations 
where the workers have a real 
grievance—and exploit them for a 
Communistic end. This is a recog- 
nized tactic of the party. The other 
side of the story—as one gets it 
here in official quarters—is that 
co-operation in the cause of na- 
tional defense has reached a point 
where the Communistic influence 
is likely to fail except where a real 
grievance exists. In other words, 
the ground must be fairly fertile 
before a strike such as that at 
Vultee can bear fruit. If it suc- 
ceeds, the promoters of the strike 
become. heroes; if it fails, they 
have succeeded in intensifying the 
sense of grievance on the part of 
the workers. In either case, if the 
strike has Communistic backing, 
the agitators win.and the pur- 
poses of Communism are served. 
All of which may help to explain 
why Hillman, who. detests Com- 
munism and is seeking to destroy 
its influence in the labor move- 
ment—why he and his co-workers 
for ‘industrial peace were on edge 
till the word came through that 
the Vultee strike was settled.

a year on the basis of present em- 
ployment, the agreement sets up 
machinery for the peaceful settle- 
ment of all disputes that may arise 
during the 16 months of the con- 
tract.

Congressman Voorhis’ Conclusion. 
One of the ablest exponents of 
liberalism in the House is Jerry 
Voorhis, Democrat, whose district 
comprises part of Los Angeles 
County. Voorhis speaks an econom- 
ic language vastly different from 
that of his Democratic colleagues 
who are offering bills to curb la- 
bor’s right to strike. Both because 
of his sympathetic interest in the 
labor movement and the closeness 
of his district to the Vultee plant, 
he made it a point to learn the ins 
and-outs of the strike. He reached 
the conclusion—already stated in 
this article as the prevailing view 
of the administration—that while 
the Communist influence caused the 
strike to be prolonged, it grew out 
of a genuine grievance. He plead- 
ed with Congress not to allow itself 
to be stampeded into the passage 
of restrictive measures. 
After conceding that the Vultee 
strike should have been settled im- 
mediately after the agreement on a 
wage scale, he said to the House: 
“Nobody in the House knows 
better than I do what the ravages 
can be in a progressive movement 
in this country when the people 
who are committed to the philos- 
ophy of Communism or Nazi-ism/ 
work their way into it. The people 
who, in a democratic nation and in 
the democratic way, can keep them 
out, are the men in the ranks of 
labor itself. The most important 
job you can do is to uphold the 
hands of the men who are fighting 
that battle. On the whole, they 
have made a lot of progress. 
“IT have sat here and heard a 
man unjustly castigated for politi- 
cal purposes by the half-hour, who 
only a few days ago went to the 
CIO convention and there made 
the central appeal that they should 
put the national defense before 
other things. I refer to Sidney 
Hillman. No one can doubt the 
tremendous importance of the stand 
he takes today on these things, 
and I think his influence is more 
constructive than can possibly be 
the influence of anyone who brings 
to this problem a general anti-labor 
point of view. If our democracy 
is to be successful, we have got 
to rely ultimately on the construc- 
tive forces within the ranks of 
labor. 
“Generally speaking, taking the 
whole nation into account, the rec- 
ord of American labor in not strik- 
ing is excellent. I am not defend- 
ing strikes in defense industries.

The administration, as indicated 
by the President’s recent statement 
that he has no labor legislation to 
recommend at this time, would pre- 
fer to see the present flexible and 
informal methods continued. If, 
however, the demand for drastic 
restrictive measures should become 
formidable, the administrative 
forces in Congress might be led to 
approve as a substitute something 
on the order of the railroad media- 
tion plan. Amother model for a 
compromise measure might be the 
Minnesota law put through by Gov. 
Stassen; this, too, provides for a 
definite “cooling off” period before 
a strike can be called. 

What will be done, if anything, 
depends on public opinion, and this 
opinion will be shaped by the suc- 
cess or failure of the co-operative 
policy now being followed. It is 
possible always that subsersive ele- 
ments will throw a monkey wrench 
into machinery which now is run- 
ning, under Hillman’s guidance, 
with a large measure of success. 

World War Precedent. 

Opponents of anti-strike legisla- 
tion point to the fact that the Unit- 
ed States went through the whole 
of the World War period without 
legislative curtailment of the rights 
of labor. This despite the fact that 
the year 1917, in which the United 
States entered the war, produced 
the largest number of strikes in 
the history of the country up to 
that time. Public opinion and the 
wartime powers of the President 
proved sufficient to handle the prob- 
lem. 

Various adjustment commissions 
functioned in the early part of our 
participation in the war, to be fol- 
lowed in April, 1918, by the estab- 
lishment of thet National War La- 
bor Board by presidential order. 
This board had 12 members—former 
President William Howard Taft and 
Frank P. Walsh, who acted as co- 
chairmen and representatives of 
the public; five members chosen to 
represent employers, and five to 
represent employes upon nomina- 
tion by the American Federation of 
Labor. 

The stated object of the board 
was to prevent breaks in industrial 
production by providing a means 
for the adjustment: of controversies 
“on the basis of principles formu- 
lated by both sides and guarantee- 
ing fundamental justice on both 


Weight of Public Opinion. 
Since it was not created by con- 
gressional enactment, the board 
had no legal authority to enforce 
its decisions; but it had behind it 
the strong weight of public opinion 
and of the President's influence 
and wartime powers. These powers 
the President used on three nota- 
ble occasions, He took over the 
Smith & Wesson Arms Co. for Gov- 
ernment operation when the offi- 
cials of the company refused to 
accept decisions of the National 
War Labor Board and persisted in 
discharging workers for union ac- 
tivity, and for similar reasons 
brought both the telegraph com- 
panies under Government control.

Down the road, next to the main 
entrance, an executive's car 
emerged from the plant unchal- 
lenged.

Up 
and down the long stretch of five- 
foot fencing, pickets passed the 
time of day with company guards 
inside. The only evidence of au- 
thority was the white-sided machine 
of the California State highway 
patrol. Two officers rested inside, 
their presence at the scene appar- 
ently unneeded. 

“This is the quietest strike I've 
ever been on,” one veteran officer 
volunteered. “The pickets are or- 
derly and on good terms with us 
and the company guards. They al 
low plant executives to pass to and 
fro freely. There has been no 
drinking, no rough language. The 
nearest thing to trouble occurred 
a couple of days ago when some 
outside agitators tried to organize 
a demonstration up the line. The 
union took care of the situation 
and ran the agitators out. You 
can quote me as saying that these 
fellows are a fine lot.” 

Scene of Empty Desolation. 

Behind the fence barricade the 
plant presented a desolate appear- 
ance. Empty entirely were the 
spreading surfaces of macadam set 
aside for the craftsmen’s cars, and 
only a few machines dotted the ex- 
ecutives’ parking area. The plant, 
which is accessible only by machine 
or a hike from Downey, a mile and 
a half away, clearly showed it was 
not operating. Otherwise the park- 
ing areas would have been jammed. 
Some of the men drive as high as 
25 miles to work, a 50-mile round 
trip, 

Occasionally a company guard 
could be spotted on the grounds 
making a routine patrol. No planes 
were visible, all being walled up 
inside the towering assembly build- 
ings. Construction had even ceased’ 
on the additions which are being 
made to the factory to accommo- 
date a reported Government order 
for 2500 basic trainers which Vul- 
tee is making for the United States 
Army Air Corps. The 4000-foot 
runway from which Vultee’s test 
pilots daily take ships aloft when 
production is in swing was deserted 
except for a flock of pigeons.

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Congressman Cochran 
Asked to Oppose Allot- 
ments for Additional 

Projects in St. Louis. 


An appeal to Congressman John 
J. Cochran to use his influence in 
an effort to prevent the United 
States Housing Authority from al- 
loting funds to the St, Louis Hous- 
ing Authority for additional slum- 
clearance mass dwelling centers 
was made yesterday by the Real 
Estate Exchange, which objects to 
the exemption of the St. Louis 
egency from property taxes. 

Recently Mayor Dickmann, a for- 
mer president of the Real Estate 
Exchange, requested the USHA 
for money for two more housing 
projects. Under a $6,984,000 loan 
from the USHA a year ago, the St. 
Louls Housing Authority is pre- 
paring to award contracts early in 
1941 for two units, to accommo- 
date 1315 white and Negro families. 

In a letter to Cochran, ordered 
by the exchange directors, Edward 
M. Thornhill, president of the ex- 
change, said the organization be- 
lieves housing should not be built, 
owned or operated by the Govern- 
ment and was particularly opposed 
to the program here, because of 
the tax exemption. Due to this 
exemption, he pointed out, the 
agency will not have to contribute 
for public schools or the various 
municipal services from which it 
will benefit. 

“Un-American Discrimination.” 

“This discrimination against 
private property owners, who are 
required to pay these charges and 
many others, is un-American and 
a compulsory form of subsidy on 
their part to those fortunate 
enough to live in these tax-exempt 
public housing projects,” Thornhill 
declared. 

“Exemption from loca] taxation 
for Federal housing projects stim- 
ulates a revolt among taxpaying 
owners of small homes. A few 
families are privileged to liye in 
Government tax-exempt housing at 
a price far below its cost and be- 
low what others in the same eco- 
nomic position are obliged to pay. 
This makes these ptivileged fami- 
lies special wards of the Govern- 
ment, which is repugnant to Amer- 
ican principles and tradition. Ex- 
perience elsewhere proves that per- 
sons unable to pay an economic 
rent are not permitted to become 
tenants of these USHA projects, 
also that these projects never re- 
house the people who formerly 
lived in the buildings destroyed to 
make way for the housing proj- 
ects.” 

The latter statement was a refer- 
ence to the complaint that rents 
which must be charged to cover 
the costs of public housing, even 
under tax exemption, are too high 
for the pocketbooks of the former 
slum dwellers on the sites. 

Concurs in Recent Action. 

Thornhill said the exchange con- 
turred in the action of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards 
Jjast month in opposing any exten- 
sion on USHA activities, any Gov- 
ernment ownership of housing, ex- 
cept for the armed forces and other 
defense purposes, and any local tax 
exemption for housing, and in advo- 
cating that “families unable to pay 
rent for decent living quarters 
should receive rent relief given di- 
rectly to the families.” 

To ask for additional money for 
housing here when the first two 
projects are not yet under contract, 
Thornhill continued, “is adding im 
sult to injury to the private prop- 
erty owners, who will have to pay 
the bill through increased property 
taxes to furnish services to the oc- 
cupants of these tax-exempt Gov- 
ernment housing projects, to say 
nothing of added Federal taxes.”

were built 75 years or more ago, 
but are in varyingly fair con- 
dition, except about 100 located 
singly or in groups, which are 
in need of extensive  recondi- 
tioning and constitute “definite dan- 
ger spots:’ The majority are brick 
“row houses,” erected since the 
World War, presence of which, 
says Goodwillie, has “obscured Wa- 
verly’s gradual but definite down- 
ward tendency and given residents 
a sense of security which actual 
community trends do not warrant.” 

Four out of five families in Wa- 
verly own their homes, The type 
of occupant obviously is an urban 
average. There are mortgages on 
less than 40 per’ cent of the houses, 
foreclosures have not been exces- 
sive and tax delinquency has been 
less than the city-wide level. Wa- 
verly covers 39 city blocks in a 
space about a mile by a third of 
a mile, with a population, white, 
slightly more than 7000. Street fa- 
cilities, as in many older St. Louis 
sections, are irregular and, in an- 
other point of comparison, park 
and playground space is “wholly 
inadequate.” 

$50,000 Spent dn Year. 

In the past year, the HOLC re- 
ports, Waverly has spent $50,000 
for physical renovation, with the 
expectation that the 1941 expendi- 
ture will be twice as great. A vis- 
itor one day recently counted more 
than 300 men at work on various 
houses. Most recommendations for 
rehabilitation dealt with exteriors— 
removal of old-fashioned “ginger- 
bread” and even as simple a pre- 
scription as a good coat of paint. 

However, there were frequent 
suggestions for improvement of 
kitchens, enthusiastically support- 
ed by housewives, Little was said 
as to changing bathrooms, al- 
though many were antiquated. Only 
16 houses lacked central] heat; dig- 
ging basements for heating plants 
was urged for these.

“The survey and. planning 
phase of the Waverly project,” 
Goodwillie relates, “served to dem- 
onstrate that there exists a discern- 
ible, though as yet incipient, threat 
to the economic and social integrity 
of the area; that a definite cure 
for its present and prospective ills 
is available; that this cure is an 
obvious and comparatively simple 
one; that its ultimate effectiveness 
will be exactly measured by the ex- 
tent and permanence of the co-oper- 
ation which the Waverly Conserva- 
tion League henceforth is able to 
inspire among the residents.” 

To the Waverly Conservation 
League are entrusted the plans and 
recommendations for each piece of 
property and for the whole area. 
It is expected to provide “ener- 
getic and sympathetic local leader- 
ship and unified neighborhood sup- 
port.” As one large property own- 
er, the HOLC accepted active, tem- 
porary leadership in the organiza- 
tion, which has become the largest 
neighborhood improvement associa- 
tion in Baltimore. 

For Departments in Every City. 

Goodwillie advocates that every 
large city establish an official mu- 
nicipal conservation department to 
stimulate neighborhood conserva- 
tion associations of home owners, 
promote varied activities in the in- 
terest of physical maintenance of 
property, provide technical service 
in repair problems and offer the 
economy of mass purchases. 

“Annual monetary cost of such 
a department,” he argues, “would 
be small as compared with its di- 
rect benefit in preserving impor- 
tant social values, in conserving 
private capital invested or loaned 
in home communities like Waverly, 
in safeguarding cities against un- 
productive or duplicate expendi- 
tures for utilities, streets and 
schools, and in retaining the mu- 
nicipal tax base unimpaired.” 

For several years the St. Louis 
City Plan Commission has been 
urging establishment of neighbor- 
hood associations, The loss of tax 
revenue in St. Louis, attributable 
to blight, has been one of the most 
serious phases of the problem. 

Every sixth city dwelling in the 
country is in “that condition of ag- 
grevated obsolescence for which 
there is no practical remedy save 
demolition,” as a result of the “mis- 
taken philosophy of patient acqui- 
escence in a natural but impersonal 
phenomenon of community corro- 
sion,” says Goodwillie. 

Changes in Waverly. 

Thus in Waverly, at first, the 
average resident was reluctant to 
recognize the situation and doubt- 
ful of the power of the remedy. 
However, as the inquiry moved 
along the attitude changed and 
soon repairs and improvements 
were under way in volume far 
greater than at any time in recent 
years. The number of signs offer- 
ing to sell or rent houses, which 
had been limited, was decreased 
greatly. 

In the second year of the test, 
the number of HOLC loans repaid 
in full was almost doubled, while 
the ratio of borrowers in default 
was nearly cut in half. In the 36- 
month period preceding completion 
of the survey, the HOLC sold less 


than a fourth of the houses in Wa-

Included in the survey constitut- 
ing the first major step at Waverly 
was a property schedule, having 
132 main items, for every structure. 
As far as possible, the economic 
status of each family was learned 
through questioning. City records 
were studied for a variety of data, 
detailed maps made and the vari- 
ous service facilities recorded. For 
this and the subsequent office work 
comparatively small crews, fur- 
nished by the WPA and other agen- 
cies, were needed. Careful anal- 
yses were made. 
An individual rehabilitation pro- 
posal was worked up for each de- 
preciated structure, together with 
an estimate of the cost and, some- 
times, sketches of suggested archi- 
tectural changes. The proposals 
took into consideration the eco- 
nomic and physical condition of 
each piece of property and its sur- 
roundings, and the maintenance 
level desired for all Waverly. Cur- 
rent value and the increment of 
value which might be expected 
after carrying out the community 
improvements were estimated for 
each house. 

Dickmann Pledges Support. 

Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann, ad- 
dressing the City Plan Commis- 
sion’s forum, pledged himself to 


be carried out through municipal 
acquisition of the land in behalf 
of private capital. An enabling act 
would be required. However, the 


blighted areas of the city, as delin- 
eated by the City Plan Commission 
several years ago, extend far be- 
yond the region covered by the 
Mayor’s idea. 

Downtown business interests are 
exploring diligently the possibili- 
ties of a large housing development 
for middle-income renters — and 
customers—not far from the down- 
town district.

POWER SERVICE FOR ARKANSAS 
FROM PENSACOLA DAM URGED 


Federal Agency to Study Pian for 
Linking of Plants on Grand 
and White Rivers. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (AP).— 


Representative Ellis (Dem.), Ar- 
kansas, has reported that the Ru- 
ral Electrification Administration 
has ordered a survey to determine 
the feasibility of sponsoring build- 
ing of a transmission line to con- 
nect Pensacola Dam on the Grand 
River, near Vanita, Ok., with Nor- 
folk Dam on the White River, near 
Mountain Home, Ark. 

“The survey was requested by 
various REA co-operatives in North 
Arkansas, the Arkansas Utilities 
Commission and myself,” Ellis said 
in a statement. “Such a line would 
permit the co-operative operating 
in my country, for instance, to ob- 
tain its current at about one-half 
of what it is paying now. 

“Its present, contract with a util- 
ity company has a minimum rate 
of 1.2 cents per kilowatt hour.

Board said yesterday in Washing- 
ton. 

Labor costs increased more than 
building materials, according to the 
monthly index of the Board’s Divi- 
sion of Research of Statistics. La- 
bor costs went up 2.1 per cent, 
while materials increased 1.4 per 
cent. The net jump in building 
costs, figuring both labor and mate- 
rials, was approximately 2 per cent. 
October building costs were 2.5 
per cent above October a year ago. 

For the country as a whole, the 
volume of residential construction 
was up about 10 per cent in Octo- 
ber as compared with September, 
the increase in October over Octo- 


ber, 1939, being approximately 68 
per cent. Much of this increase is 
attributed to a jump in demand for 
housing facilites in areas having 
expanding defense industries or new 
industries of that type. 

The board's residential construc- 
tion index in October was 59.5 as 
compared with 54.3 in September 
and 35.5 in October a year ago. 
This index uses 1926 as a base of 
100. 

The board’s economists estimated 
that 35,959 new family dwelling 
units costing $127,702,900 were built 
or planned in all cities of 10,000 
population or over in October, the 
best single month in number of 
units since 1929. These figures 
compared with 30,204 units valued 
at $109,357,000 in September and 
21,448 units costing $80,442,400 in 
October last year. 

In the first 10 months of 1940, 
there were 266,366 units built in 
these cities at a cost of $946,557,500. 
In the same period last year, 231,- 
414 units were reported, valued at 
$842,212,200.

COMBINATION COOKING STOVE 
AND HOUSE HEATER DESIGNED 


Anthracite Industry Laboratory 
Engineers Co-operate With 
USHA to Develop It. 
Engineers of the Anthracite In- 
dustries Laboratory, working with 
USHA, have developed a combina- 
tion cooking range and hot-water 
house heater which they estimate 
can be produced for $125 or less, 
depending on the volume of produc- 
tion. 
The new cooking-heating unit oc- 
cupies only slightly more space 
than the ordinary kitchen range, 
and is probably smaller than some 
old-fashioned ranges still being 
used. It is compact, finished in 
white enamel and chromium, with 
a large oven and ample cooking 
and warming surface. The build- 
ers of the stove-heater have been 
careful to provide complete insula- 
tion so that it will not create a 
furnace-room temperature in a 
kitchen. 
Essentially, the new heater is a 
cooking range with a water back 
combined with a. hot-water boiler. 
It may be placed against a utility- 
room wall so that flue and pipe 
connections can be made in the 
utility ‘room.- The heater furnishes 
hot water to radiators throughout 
a dwelling. Engineers are confi- 
dent that it will furnish adequate 

heat for a six-room home. 

To the planners of low-rent hous- 
ing developments, the new stove- 
heater is said to offer the follow- 
ing advantages: 

It will be lower in cost than an 
insulated coal range and a sepa- 
rate heating boiler. 
It saves space. Formerly, the 
heater had to be in the basement, 
in the utility room or in the living 
room. Now the combination heat- 
ing-cooking range occupies about 
the same space formerly used by 
the range alone. 

It provides generous storage 
Space under the stove, and (be- 
cause of the efficient insulation) 
work space on top. 

The insulated covers will con- 
serve fuel and keep the room tem- 
perature comfortable. 

With anthracite coal, and certain 
types of bituminous coal, only one 
flue will be required.

CHINESE GENERAL EXECUTED 
FOR CONNIVING WITH PUPPET 


CHUNGKING, China, Dec. 7 
(AP).—Gen. Shih Yu-shan, 48 years 
old, Chungking-appointed Governor 
of Chahar Province, now occupied 
by the Japanese, was executed last 
Wednesday after a court-martial, 
it was reported tonight. 

Gen. Shih, who once led a re- 
volting division in China but who 
later became aligned with General- 
issimo Chiang Kai-shek and led 
an irregular army against the Jap- 
anese, was charged with conniving 
with Wang Ching-wei, head of the! 
Japanese-recognized government. 
He was the second outstanding 
war lord to be executed since the 
war began. The first was Gen.

The places Were the Fritz Roes- 
lein Bookstore, 22 South Fourth 
street, and Combe’s Pension Fran- 
caise (French boarding house), 
south side of Walnut street, east 
of Third street. The latter spot, 
within the area of the new river- 
front memorial, is across the street 
from the Old Cathedral, now the 
Church of St. Louis of France, 
while the former is half a block 
from the memorial boundary. 

On the bookstore marker, placed 
at the north end of a parking lot, 
is the following inscription: 

“In the 1870's there foregathered 
here Joseph Pulitzer, who became 
the great publisher; Joseph Kepp- 
ler, founder of the magazine, Puck, 
at 32 South Fourth street and later 
removed to New York; Carl 
Schurz, the statesman; Dr. George 
Engelmann, botanist and meteorolo- 
gist; Lieutenant-Governor H. C, 
Brockmeyer, leader of the St. Louis 
Movement in philosophy, psychol- 
ogy, literature, art and education, 
and other intellectuals of that 

me.” 

Brockmeyer, a lawyer, was elect- 

ed Lieutenant-Governor in 1876. He 
was an authority on translation of 
the works of the German philoso- 
pher, Hegel. In 1866 he and Wil- 
liam T. Harris, who later was su- 
perintendent of schools here and 
United States Commissioner of Ed- 
ucation, organized the St. Louis 
Philosophical Society, out of which 
grew the St. Louis movement and 
Harris’ Journal of Speculative 
Philosophy. Pulitzer was the found- 
er of the Post-Dispatch. 
The marker on the old boarding 
house site says: “Denton J. Snider, 
a writer of books and author of 
‘The St. Louis Movement in Philoso- 
phy, Literature, Education and 
Psychology,’ immediately after his 
arrival in St. Louis in 1865 lived 
here to acquaint himself with some 
of the remaining spirit of old 
French St. Louis.” 

Many other historical markers 
erected by the same organization 
on the riverfront memorial site, 
which had to be removed as old 
building were razed, have been re- 
placed by the National Park Serv- 
ice, which has charge of the memo- 
rial.

BOSTON, Dec. 7 (AP) .—Utah and 
Massachusetts produce the largest 
proportion of “men and women of 


great ability,” according to a re- 
port filed here with the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences by 
Prof. Edward L. Thorndike, Colum- 
bia University psychologist. He 
listed those states in one-two order. 

Others he named in a mental “top 
10” for the nation were: 

onnecticut, Colorado, Idaho and 
Vermont (tie); New Hampshire, 
Wyoming, Maine, Iowa and Rhode 
Island (also tied), and South Da- 
kota. 

Thorndike’s ratings, based on a 
study of birthplaces listed for peo- 
ple who have “made” recent edi- 
tions of “Who’s Who in America,” 
“Leaders in Education” and “Amer- 
ican Men of Science,” listed New 
York in twenty-fourth place. 

Tail-enders were Texas, Tennes- 
see, Alabama, Florida, New Mex- 
ico, Georgia and finally, Louisiana. 

The order of the states was al- 
tered markedly in the psychologist’s 
analysis of communities which re- 
tain the superior people they have 
and those that attract to them- 
selves the able born elsewhere. 

Thorndike’s report did not list 
the No, 1 state or states in those 
two analyses, but he said Massa- 
chusetts was tenth among the 
states in keeping its able residents 
and fourth in attracting others from 
outside. 

New York, rated “practically at 
the average for the birth rate of 


however, third in retaining its own 
native born heavy thinkers and 
second in luring those born in other 
states. . 

And, even though California did 
not rate in the top 10 for big men— 
it was fourteenth—it rated No. 1 
in what Thorndike termed “the 
most important measured fact 
about a state—its general goodness 
score.” 

He said he figured this score for 
a state from a study of some 37 
social conditions, including the rec- 
ord of public health, educational 
expenditures, recreational facilities, 
prevalence or non-prevalence of 
poverty, child labor and literacy, 
the record with respect to homicide 
and the existence of “creature com- 
forts” such as telephones and ra- 
dios. 

Next to California in “general 
goodness,” according to Thorndike, 
are Connecticut and Washington, 
then Massachusetts, Minnesota, 
New Jersey, New York, Oregon, 
Iowa, Michigan, Nebraska, Ohio, 
Wisconsin, Wyoming, Idaho, Ili- 
nois, Indiana, Kansas, Montana, 
Nevada, Colorado, Delaware, New 
Hampshire, North Dakota, Pennsyl- 
vania, Rhode Island, South Dakota, 
Utah and Vermont. 

States rating high in “goodness,” 
he said, produce “far more than 
their share” of able men and wom- 
en as compared with states scoring 
low, but he added:

-_ force, TOUCH is what counts. Don’t 


drive the ball to the floor by pump- 
ing the forearm up and down. 
Wirsts and finger tips are all you 
need. Try dribbling by using only 
the tip of the index finger. The 
result will surprise you. 

Third, for: dribbling which is to 
be done in close quarters, the re- 
bound from the floor should very 
seldom be much higher than your 
knees. This makes for better con- 
trol and lessens the danger of hav- 
ing the ball taken away from you. 

Fourth, when dribbling you must 
protect the ball from your oppon- 
ent. You must keep your body 
between your guard and the ball. 
This calls for the player to become 
proficient with both hands. 

As a final bit of advice, I'd say, 
never dribble at the expense of 
team play and never dribble until 
you have become sufficiently pro- 
ficient to be able to control the ball 
at all times and under all circum- 
stances.

Chrysler engineers have followed 
the development of racing car body 
design closely for the past 15 years 
with especial reference to car per- 
formance, roadability and handling 
ease. This long study, and exhaus- 
tive wind tunnel studies of aero- 
dynamics conducted by Car Breer, 
Chrysler Corporation executive en- 
gineer, resulted in the creation of 
the 1934 Chrysler Airflow car which 
greatly influenced subsequent au- 
tomobile design. Chrysler engi- 
meers assert that the Thunderbolt 
and Newport models will exercise 
an even greater influence on the 
designing of motor cars. 


PONTIAC HAS JUST ASSIGNED 
50 of its 1941 cars to the American 
Automobile Association for use in 
the driver training courses in high 
schools and colleges sponsored by 
the association. Altogether, Pon- 
tiac thus has assigned 157 cars to 
the A. A. A. in the past five years. 
Each car has two sets of brake 
and clutch pedals so that instruct- 
ors can guard against mishaps in 
the training of student drivers. The 
high course involves 25 hours of 
class work and eight hours of act- 
ual driving time for each student. 

Up to the 1940-41 school year, 
Pontiac dual control training cars 
have been used in 112 high schools 
and 53 colleges in almost every 
part of the country. In the four 
years, 14,273 persons received train- 
ing in these dual-control cars. Of 
this number, 12,183 were beginners 
and never had driven before, and 
2000. of them were the. teachers 
trained to be instructors in the 53 
colleges and now available for car- 
rying on the work in high schools. 

As a result of this work, 600 
high schools now are offering driv- 
er training courses of some kind, 
and it is estimated that 60,000 be- 
ginners were trained in the past 
school year. Another result of the 
Pontiac A. A. A. program is that 
many adult driver training pro-

On the last day the cele- 
bration comes to a climax with a 
great parade of floats and a final 
night of carefree revelry. 

Most Beautiful City. 

Rio is undoubtedly the world’s 
most beautiful city, and whoever 
visits it once longs always to visit 
it again. The harbor is magnifi- 


this beauty. Rising dramatically 
from the water edge are scores and 
scores of huge mountains, the city 
has had to wedge itself into val- 
leys wherever ‘it could.

The Middle Western streamline 
jservice Which began in 1934 with 
the Pioneer Zephyr of the Burling- 
ton railroad was not the first to 
be inaugurated. The idea for a 
streamlined train goes back much 
further than this. While records 
are not complete it is interesting 
to recount an experiment made on 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad in 
1900 when a new type train was 
tested, designed to reduce wind 
resistance at high speeds. 

In 1887 Frederick Upham Adams, 
Chicago newspaper reporter, inter- 
viewed an inventor who claimed 
he could build a train able to nego- 
tiate the distance between New 
York and Chicago in one hour. 
Out of this interview Adams came 
back with the thought that a train 
of this type would encounter tre- 
mendous wind resistance. Being 
mechanically minded, he sensed the 
value of reducing this resistance 
and in due time designed a stream- 
lined train. 

The first train of this type was 
built in the shops of the Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad in 1900 and tests 
were run between Baltimore and 
Washington by the “Adams’ Wind- 
splitter.” A run of eight and one- 
half miles was made in six min- 
utes, which was close to the record. 

Little came of this train at the 
time because the locomotive had 
not been streamlined. Today engi- 
neers know that especially the head 
resistance of the locomotive must

Mississippi, with its new network 
of modern highways, its historical 
spots and modern accommodations 
has much to offer the winter travel- 
er.

A short distance to the west and 
south are Vicksburg and Natchez, 
two of the most historic cities in 
the South. A trip down South is 
not complete without a visit to the 
National Military Park at Vicks- 
burg and the beautiful ante-bellum 
homes of Natchez. 

National Monument. 

Vicksburg was settled in the ear- 
ly eighteenth century by Spanish 
explorers who were quick to realize 
the military advantages of the steep 
river bluffs. Its real development 
came, however; with the rapid 
growth of river traffic in the boom 
days of the South. 

With much of the atmosphere and 
many of the historic scenes of the 
river days still alive, Vicksburg has 
a wealth of interesting scenes. 

Scores of ante-bellum homes, 
many bearing mute evidence of the 
Federal gunboat attack on the city, 
are opened to visitors. Some of the 
mansions built by slave labor are 
put together entirely by wooden 
pegs. 

A sight not to be missed by the 


|downsouth traveler is the Vicksburg 


National Military Park, best pre- 
served and most completely marked 
major battlefield in the world. In 
all, 1599 memorials, monuments and 
engraved tablets dot the landscape, 
serving as convenient guides for the 
visitor. 

Nine major Confederate forts, 10 
Union approaches and many miles 
of breastworks, gun emplacements 
and rifle pits are seen in the 
crescent-shaped battlefield which 
encloses the city proper. 

Sportsman’s Paradise. 

Scarcely three hours drive to the 
south of Jackson is the sunny Gulf 
Coast with the famous resort towns, 
the Seven-Cities-by-the-Sea. This 
sportsman’s paradise offers all sea- 
son fishing in fresh and salt wa- 
ter, good hunting in adjacent re- 
gions, yachting, golfing and - ten- 
nis. 

Yacht clubs hold regattas and. 
scheduled interclub events from 
April to September. Sports car- 
nivals, tennis tournaments, mack- 
erel rodeos, and a tarpon rodeo add 
to summer sporting thrills. In win- 
ter tourist clubs sponsor varied en- 
tertainment, horsesho@, roque, cro- 
quet, oyster bakes, sings, concerts, 
bridge picnics and boat trips. In 
February are golf tournaments, the 
annual Foxhunters’ meet, and gun 
and dog field trials.

A 40-mile seawall paralleled by 
the coast-to-coast highway  pro- 
vides an unforgettable drive where 
one looks at sparkling waters 
fringed by stately palms and pines 
and ancient moss bearded oaks.

NIMALS are the favorite char- 

acters in children’s books these 

days, and the parade of clever, 
admirable and entirely lovable ani- 
mals seems to go on endlessly. This 
year among books recommended 
for Christmas giving there is “Ro- 
wena, the Skating Cow,” “Parsley, 
the Horse,” who liked strawberries, 
“Brown the Bear,” “Rusty, the Lit- 
tle Red Dachshund,” “Freddy’s 
Cousin Weedly,” a pig book, “Raf- 
fy and the Honkebeest,” Raffy be- 
ing the baby giraffe who could out- 
run all the animals but the automo- 
bile, or “honkebeest.”

new film, “Fantasia,” who also ap- 
pear in book form. 


Babar is also back this winter, 
in “Babar and Father Christmas” 
and Babar’s plump elephant figure 
in a Santa Claus suit is indeed 
something wonderful to behold.

Through rain, 
snow, and in spite of the laughter 
of his friends, Horton sits on that 
tree and frequently announces, “I 
meant what I said and I said what 
I meant, an elephant’s faithful 100 
per cent.” Eventually hunters 
capture Horton and sell him to a 
circus, and of course when the cir- 
cus nears Palm Beach, the pleasure- 
loving Mayzie meets up with him 
and since the egg is near hatching, 
wants to reclaim it and take all the 
credit.

and Act Like Real Babies—War Has Had Direct 
Effect on Boys’ Toys—Train Sets About Same.

HILDREN’S toys are again the 

envy of  Christmas-shopping 

grown-ups everywhere this sea- 
son. Dolls, furniture, handicraft 
sets, games, all are more beautifully 
made and more fascinating to use 
than ever, and realism is the key- 
note in all things—electric vacuum 
cleaners that really work, baby 
dolis that look, feel and act like 
real babies, toys for tiny children 
that look like objects rather than 
blocks, and child-size furniture that 
can be used as well as seen. 


“In dolis, as well as in all other 
toys, we are coming to realize more 
and more that children must have 
realism,” a young woman at one 
of the stores told us. And dolls 
certainly have changed since great- 
grandma made a corncob into a 


_doll, or in fact, since we cherished 


Raggedy Ann and that long curled, 
many-jointed bisque baby named 
Pola Negri. 


One of the realistic baby dolls on 
the market last year had short tow- 
sled hair that could be washed 
without the dire results that once 
ensued and this year’s realistic 
baby doll has ears, not just the 
carved or painted kind, but sepa- 
rate rubber ears that can be washed 
and cleaned. To prove it, there 
are tiny sticks and cotton swabs 
for cleaning both nose and ears aft- 
er the fashion of real babies. The 
doll can be fed from bottle or 
spoon and will in the course of 
events wet its diapers. Seemingly 
realism could ask no more, but 
there is also the “magic skin” baby, 
a doll made of a lastex substance 
that actually feels like skin. 


For little girls who don’t like 
to play being mothers, there are 
girl dolls made to fit certain types, 
like the Irish doll with red hair, 
blue eyes and freckles, or the so- 
phisticated looking city child doll 
with blond braids. There are 
debutante dolls with wardrobes in- 
cluding evening dresses, riding 
clothes, and fur coats, their hair 
done smartly in rolls and page boy 
bobs. One store has a little girl 
doll that blows soap _ bubbles 
through a pipe, and there are, of 
course, Charlie McCarthy dolls, 
Pinocchios of all sizes that walk, 
and a Scarlett O’Hara dressed in 
that green velvet number made 
from Ma O’Hara’s portieres. Hap- 
pily, we report, Raggedy Ann is 
still being sold. For animal toys 
there are the jungle animals de- 
signed by Osa Johnson—lifelike 
looking gorillas, giraffes, and Af- 
rican gazelles. 
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MONG things of interest to 

boys, the war has had a direct

condition which is one of the 
most common disorders seen in 
the general practice of medicine. 
Although the discomfort produced 
in any one individual may be slight, 
the accumulated suffering and dis- 
ability is enormous and incalcu- 
lable. 


Modern treatment by the injec- 
tion method is, on the authority of 
a prominent New York surgeon, 
one of the most notable advances 
in the past decade in any field of 
surgery. The tedious operations 
of stripping and dissecting out the 
veins which were formerly em- 
ployed have now been almost uni- 
versally discarded. 


The cause of varicose veins is 
still obscure, but certain things 
are generally recognized as oper- 
ative. Essentially, of course, is 
the fact that the mechanism for 
keeping the column of blood in the 
legs—practically all varicosities 
are in the legs—in place breaks 
down. The column is held in short 
sections of the leg veins by valves, 
each of which support a column of 
blood an inch or so long. When 
these veins break down or become 
insufficient the stagnant blood 
makes the veins tortuous, 


e+ *- 
VARICOSE VEINS occur in sev- 
eral members of a family so an 
hereditary tendency to weak veins 
may be said to exist. It occurs more 
often in women and repeated child- 
bearing causes varicosities. Stand- 
ing occupations and the use of 
garters also contribute. 


The physician to whom the pa- 
tient with varicose veins goes will 
make some simple tests to deter- 
mine whether the case is suitable 
for injection treatment. 


The. principles of the injection 
treatment are simple. It is the 
superficial veins under the skin 
which are involved. Two sets of 
veins in the legs carry the blood 
back to the heart—a deep set that 
has few valves: the blood is forced 
upward in them by muscular con- 
traction. They are entirely ca- 
pable of carrying the blood to the 
heart even without any help from 
the superficial veins. So when the 
superficial veins become varicose, 
they can be obliterated without 
harm. 

Injection of them simply intro- 
duces a fluid that destroys the in- 
ner coat so the two inner coats 
grow together and the _ vein be- 
comes a cord. The proceedure is 
safe and painless. It is almost al- 
ways done in the physician’s office, 
and requires no time out from 
work in most instances—or at 
most no more than an hour or so. 
Several treatments are, of course, 
necessary.

There are no more_ superficial 
hemorrhages that trouble sensitive 
souls so much. Best of all is the 
effect on the ulcerations of the skin

other simple methods of treatment 
for ulcers are desirable—rest in bed 
for a few days with the leg ele- 
vated, and the application of a 
warm dressing to the ulcerated 
surface.

'Tobacco Road,’ on 


Screen, to Follow 
Novel, Not the Play

F you are wondering how the 
20th Century-Fox Studio is film- 
ing “Tobacco Road,” or why, its 
producer has the answer. 
Nunnally Johnson, who is from 
Georgia where this story is laid, 
says at the outset that to: keep 
the record straight he wants it 
known that the picture he wrote 
and is producing is based on 
Erskine Caldwell’s book and not 
on Jack Kirkland’s play. ° 
Kirkland’s play is a huge. suc- 
cess, but whether this is due to 
the dirt in it or in spite of it, 
none is sure. It is a revolting story 
of worn out and very hungry 
sharecroppers who speak our dJan- 
gauge but whose moral standards 
are incredibly different. Maybe 
New Yorkers have kept it very 
much alive for seven years because 
it gives them, looking at the peo- 
ple on the stage, such a superior 
feeling. 

“While I am not concerned with 
the play, I believe it is not just a 
dirty play,” Johnson said. “New 
York doesn’t like dirty plays. Kirk- 
land has written three such since 
this one and none of them lasted. 
This has a new set of characters, 
a new background—and dirt. 

“Caldwell’s story appealed to me 
because of these characters and 
this background and the comedy 
possibilities. In music, you can ac- 
cent either the bass er the treble 
notes—it depends on your view- 
point. You can do the same in a 
story.

Copies of the report, with its con- 
elusions and recommendations, have 
been sent to all those who will 
hold office as State officials or 
members of the Legislature when 
the new administration is installed 
next month. It already has been 
made clear that the Legislature 
will have relief as one of its major 
problems. 

A special committee on relief of 
the Missouri Association for Social 
Welfare compiled the report. Co- 
chairmen of this committee are 
Benjamin E. Youngdahl, teacher of 
public welfare at Washington Uni- 
versity, and C. W. Pfeiffer of Kan- 
sas City. Mary B. Taussig of St. 
Louis, who is secretary, edited the 
publication. The Missouri Associa- 
tion for Social Welfare is a state- 
wide organization with members 
representing various welfare agen- 
cies, Arthur W. Nebel of Colum- 
bia is president and Herschel Alt 
of St. Louis is first vice-president. 

A monthly average in Missouri 
for each case on general relief 
($13.51), barely more than half the 
average for the whole United States 
(24.87), is said by the committee 
to show the inadequacy of the ap- 


propriation. 
Defined. 


General relief in this connection 
means subsistence funds supplied 
by the State for the “unemploy- 
able” needy not otherwise support- 
ed. The Federal Government, 
which carries on the WPA, CCC, 
NYA and other assistance pro- 
grams and contributes to  as- 
sistance for the aged, the blind, 
and dependent children, has no part 
in general relief. 

This leaves to the states the job 
of caring for the destitute who can- 
not qualify for one of the Federally 
aided forms of assistance, or who 
must have help until they can ful- 
fill all the requirements of other 
forms of aid. 

In the summer of 1940, after 
there had been a sharp reduction 
in the number of cases on direct 
relief, there were more than 80,000 
persons in Missouri dependent on 
this form of assistance, the survey 
shows. There was approximately 
$363,000 available from State funds 
for this monthly, or about 
$4.50 for each dependent person. 

Field of General Relief. 

Commenting on the facts pre- 
sented in the report, the commit- 
tee describes the field of general 
State relief as follows: 

“We see the people in the cities 
who were laid off in the mass un- 
employment following 1929; we see 
the farm laborers, many of who 
were thrown out of work with the 
coming of the tractor; we see whole 
groups of people who have lost 
their only industry,

THREE-POINT LEGISLATIVE

HE legislative program rec- 
ommended by the Missouri 
Association for Social Wel- 
fare follows:

Most of the people now on re- 
lief live in houses that are over- 
crowded and unsanitary, houses 
that are hardly conductive to 
normal, wholesome living. 

Almost all the studies point to 
an appalling need for medical 
care, 

There is an obvious need for 
more funds for administration. 


Findings on Loss of Jobs, 


Of the men in this group, 
half had worked steadily for 20 
years or more, and seven out of 
every 10 had held steady jobs for 
10 years or more. Four out of five 
had held their jébs until after 1929, 
and half of them had been em- 
ployed through 1934. 

Inquiring into the needs of per- 
sons refused relief, the St. Louis 
Chapter of the American Associa- 
tion of Social Workers made a can- 
vass of 346 families among the 1800 
applicants rejected for direct re- 
lief in St. Louig in the first three 
months of 1940. There were 1152 
members in these families and the 
investigators found that nearly one- 
third were children under 17 years 
old. Two-thirds were Negroes, 

“Apparent Resources.” 

In approximately two-thirds of 
all these cases relief had been re- 
fused because of “apparent re- 
sources.” This classification in- 
cluded ability of some member of 
the family to work, “assignment 
to WPA,” “member eligible for un- 
employment compensation,” “oper- 
ating small business,” and the like. 
Because of the shortage of relief 
funds it had been necessary for 
the administrators (State Social 
Security Commission) to set up 
strict rules and regulations as to 
eligibility, but the investigators 
found that in many cases while 
waiting for the development of 
“apparent resources” many of these 
persons were suffering from hun- 
ger and disease and undergoing 
physical and mental impairment re- 
ducing the likelihood that they ever 
would be able to hold steady jobs. 


The committee found that in St. 
Louis alone last July there were 
7500 persons certified as eligible 
for WPA jobs who had not been 
assigned to jobs because of limita- 
tions of WPA funds. These were 
generally excluded from direct re- 
lief. 

As to housing of families on re- 
lief, the committee’s studies showed 
that in rural sections almost half 
sleep, cook and eatin one room, and 
three-fourths have no inside toilet. 
In the cities one-fourth of the fam-

Case workers of the Social Security 
Commission were found to be so 
heavily burdened, having an aver- 
age of 200 to 300 cases to look aft- 
er, that they could not make proper 
investigations and do the preventive 
work that would save money in 
the long run. 

More workers and smaller case 
loads would permit more thorough 
investigation and give added cer- 
tainty that all the persons receiv- 
ing relief actually were eligible, 
the report says. 

The report calls attention to the 
fact that funds appropriated for 
direct relief have run short in each 
of the last three bienniums, re- 
sulting in crises. The 1939 Legis- 
lature was asked by the Social Se- 
curity Commission to appropriate 
$12,000,000 for general relief for 
the 1980-1940 biennium. The Gov- 
ernor recommended $9,500,000, but 


$6,500,000. When a crisis developed 
last summer a special session voted 
$1,500,000 more.
